First blood in the coastwlde strike, 
which began Thursday, was drawn 
yesterday at W ilmington, a port for 
the Los Angeles area. 
There. 150 AFL sailors, not bound 
by the CIO strike rail, scuffled with

number of CIO 
pickets over the unloading of a lum­ 
ber ship from Oregon. H ead s.were 
bloodied and knuckles bruised in 
the melee. 
Two Hospitalized 
Two men, including a police offi­ 
cer, were hospitalized. Ten others, 
all AFL Cloamen, were given first 
aid treatment at em ergency hos­ 
pitals. Police said CIO Longshore­ 
men injured were treated privately, 
H ie violence subsided when th e 
vessel pulled away from the dock 
and anchored in the outer harbor, 
still unloaded.

Reserch foresters explained that 
the disease is caused by a fungus

“m elanconium 
betulinum*’
